line to save her sense and credit. 


Now from the heart of the gold 


standard camp, in London, comes a 
doleful story of recent financial crash 
aud miu all along the line in Japan, 
"best banks failing" and "dire indus- 
trial depression" everywhere in thafc 
country. 
These items of business loss 


aud ruin in Japan, conie from the or- 
gans of the gold men abroad, and can 
not be denied. 
They are unwilling but 


forceful witnesses to the failure of thafc 
financial plan which was to be of so 
much credit aud good to Japan. 


The economic fallacy of gold mono- 


inctalism has been, demonstrated in Ja- 
pan, as it has been in Chile and in Pern, 
in Brazil and in Venezuela. 
Contrast 


Mexico with Brazil, today, mark the 
steady advance of the former, and note 
the retrogression of the latter. Mexico 
has stubbornly 
and intelligently ad- 


hered to her silver basis. She alone of 
all the South American republics,lias re- 
fused to permit the persuasive and 
masterful manipulation of her national 
credit by English and German finan- 
ciers. Chile was the last one in the 
list of the South American States to 
yield to that selfish power of European 
finance, and she stands "in extremis" 
today, because she did so. Mexico was 
a shining mark for the financial1, poli- 
ticians, last summer, who sought to 
make au awf al example of "50 cent 
dollars" iu her ease. 
These writers 


and apologists for the gold standard 
were, however, soon crushed by such 
examples as that of Brazil aud Turkey, 
or of Italy and Peru, wheu their vastly 
inferior condition was contrasted with 
that of Mexico. 


We can imagine the amusement with 


which Mexican financiers place this re- 
cord of the gold bas;s experience of 
Japan under the eyes of their English 
and Gorman correspondents. "If con- 
fidence can do so much to disturb Japan 
iu so short a time, what might it not 
do to us?" wo hear the Mexican ask. 
We do not yet hear tha answer from the 
gold standard mouthpieces.—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer.
